I’ast freedom from frost h.'id tnado 
smiiilBlnB apparatus seem an iinnee- 
icssarv Investment to fruit Browers in 
Sierra Madre. t.'onseituently the loss 
on oratiBes and lemons Is very severe. 
I'lstlmates of the loss vary from uO'n 
to !h)M of ttie crop. Trees were hadly 
nipped, lint uonii. were killed except in 
tile ease of Very youiiB stock. 

Just what disposition can lie made 
of the croii Is as yet . uneertain. At 
present the fruit exidiaiiBe is rceelvliiB 
no fruit for paekiiiB. At a nieetlnB of 
Blowers liehl at Lamamla I’ark It was 
deelded to send insiieelois to all the 
Broves after abou' a week, when the 
condition of the fruit ean he more ac¬ 
curately determined. A fiov Browers 
are idekiiiB their fruit now, however, 
and will liave it packed and shipped 
for dulek sale on their own responsl- 
hlllty. 

Iw many eases where fruit on the 
outside of the trees Btive evidence of 
freezliiB the fruit wlileli was proteeted 
hy folliiBe appeared to he inimune. 
Tile temperature varied conslderahly 
within short distances, even allowliiB 
for variations in thermometers. 

Many forms of venetatlon were 
killed w lileh had never been affected hy 
eedd In Sierra Madre since the settle¬ 
ment of the vlllaBc thirty years aBo. 
lint that whicli was killed was mostly 
ipilek-Brow ItiB plants and shrulis and 
there will he sliBlit dlffereiiee ill the 
appearance of the landscape within a 
few months. 

Sierra Madre really fared hctli.‘r than 
almost any other distriei In ttu' eitrns 
hell. Iteporls from Riverside. Ited- 
lands, IliBliland and idlier points to 
the east indicate ti total loss of the crop 
in most Bfoves where suiudBinB was 
not resorted to, and very severe losses 
In spite of that laee.iutlon. Tempera¬ 
tures raiiBliiB from ten to twenty de- 
Blees below fleczillB Were eomitlotlly 
repotted, with resnItinB loss of many 
trees as Well Its the year's crop.

On the other hand, the Water Company, owned in the main hv the 
citizens themselves, has vohmt.'irily and with the ;iiiprov;d of its stock 
holderx. contracted to sell to the city its rights in the I ittle Santa \mta 
canvon at a very moderate price. 

When hoth these transactions are constmiimited the Ciordian knot 
will have heen cut and the Citv w ill have sole control of the water rights 
and distrihuting systems of hoth jiartners. 

l•'or the less valuahle Haldw in rights the City w ill have paiii a 
little fnore than full current values, h'or the larger and more valuahle 
V\ atcr t'omiitmy proiierty the t 'itx' will have paid a gre it deal less tliaii 
current values. The net result will he a hargaiii for the citizens ol 
Sierra Madre and future control uf one of the most vit.al necessities of 
life. This is iindouhtedly :i consumm.ation devoutly lo he wished. 

To secure it I urge every (pitililied voter not to h-ive it to "the 
other fellow" to vote Vh'.S at the hoiid election on Tuesilav. hut to give 
the matter his or her personal attention as a duty involving the present 
and future prosperitv of the whole city.

The proceedings were delayed by vari¬ 
ous causes through a period of about 
two years. In the meantime the law 
wa.s changed so ns to allow cities .a 
period of six months from the render¬ 
ing of judgment in which they can 
make the payment. This change in the 
law now happens to allow time for 
making up ttie defieleney through the 
lirocess of yoting the proposed $20.HDD 
liond issue. 

The consolidation of the local sup¬ 
ply and dlstriliuting system under mu- 
ni( ipal ownership and operation has 
been agreed upon liy all those most 
familiar with tlie water situation as 
necessary to tlie solution of our water 
prolilem. The plan has lieen indorsed 
repeatedly by the voters of Sierra 
Madre. 


THE WATER BOND ISSUE 


No one looks with particular pleas¬ 
ure upon the iirospect of an additional 
I’ond issue of $2fl,0nn to provide a 
munit ipal water system for Sierra 
.Madre. Tlie proposition is not sub¬ 
mitted to the voters as a result of 
clioicc on the part of the city trus¬ 
tees or any one else. Neither should 
any one suppose that it is the result 
of ctiame or of ill considered plans 
wliich keener foresight might have im¬ 
proved upon. The situation Is simply 
I'on ed upon us liy eln umstances which 
eould hardly have been foreseen and 
over wliich no one. in Sierra .Madre at 
least, liad any control. 

Two distinct movements have ticen 
carried on ity the people of Sii*rra 
Aladro with the view of aeiiuiring the 
local water system. Including sole own- 
crstilp and control of the Idttle fianta 
.\nita canyon. One movement includ¬ 
ed tlie purchase of the Sierra Madre 
Water Company by the city. The 
sale lias lieeii authorized by the stock- 
tadder.s of the company, and the pur- 
ehase lias licen authorized tiy the vot¬ 
ers of Sierra Madre who have voted 
tile necessary lionds. All tliat remains 
for (lie consummation of this purchase 
is tlie sale of tiie iionds.
